LUCILLE  BALL  &  DESI  ARNAZ  SIGN  RECORD-BREAKING  CONTRACT  FOR  $8,000,000  with 
Philip  Morris  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Inc.  and  CBS  Television,  which  covers  a  two -and -a -half 
year  period,  with  no  options,  calling  for  a  thirteen  week  hiatus  each  summer. 

March  20  is  the  date  set  for  resumption  of  filming  at  the  General  Service  Studios 
In  Hollywood. 

ABC  TO  FILM  PILOTS  FOR  TWO  NEW  STORY  PROPERTIES,  each  of  the  pilots  budgeted 
at  $18,000.  The  first  series,  entitled  Pride  of  the  Family,  will  star  Paul  Hartman 
as  a  somewhat  harassed  paterfamilias, frequently  buffeted  by  fate,  as  often  baffled 
in  his  efforts  to  impress  his  family  and  friends  as  a  big-time  operator,  and  a 
warmly  sympathetic  figure  of  the  pretty  average  manager.  The  second  property  will 
be  a  fast -moving  adventure  movie  melodrama  which  will  star  a  top-ranking  movie 
personality,  as  yet  to  be  selected. 

NEW  PARAMOUNT  TV  SALES  REPORTED:  Time  For  Beany,  puppet -adventure  program, 
has  been  sold  to  WWLP,  Springfield,  Mass;  KRLD-TV,  Dallas;  KSWO-TV,  Lawton,  Okla  and 
WBRC-TV,  Birmingham,  all  for  13  weeks.

SAG  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS  APPROVES  PROPOSED  CONTRACT,  which  has  also  been  approved 
by  members  of  the  Film  Producers  Assn  of  NY  who  will  be  the  primary  signatories  and 
national  advertising  agencies  which  have  agreed  to  sign  letters  of  adherence  to  the 
contract.  Members  of  the  Alliance  of  TV  Film  Producers,  Hollywood,  and  other  Holly¬ 
wood,  Chicago  and  Detroit  producers  of  video  commercials  also  are  expected  to  sign 
the  contract  without  delay.  Highlights  of  the  contract  which  sets  a  new  pattern  of 
"Use  Payments"  for  motion  picture  actors: 

(1)  Minimum  "Production  Payment"  to  actor  "on  camera"  will  be  $70.00  for  each 
TV  filmed  commercial  delivered  by  producer  to  advertiser  or  agency.  All  "Production 
Payments"  are  credited  against  the  "Use  Payments". 

(2)  Mimimum  "Use  Payments"  to  actor  "on  camera"  on  filmed  program  commercial. 
Class  A:  over  20  cities,  single  use,  $70.00.  Each  individual  re-use  $50,00;  if 
prior  to  first  use  actor  is  guaranteed  payment  for  5  uses,  $150.00;  guaranteed  pay¬ 
ment  for  8  uses,  $350.00;  guaranteed  payment  for  13  uses,  $500.00;  when  during  any 
13  week  period  actor  has  been  paid  $650.00  no  further  payment  during  that  13  week 
period.  Class  B:  6  to  20  cities,  $150.00  for  13  weeks.  Class  C:  1  to  5  cities, 
$105.00  for  13  weeks;  if  26  weeks  is  guaranteed  and  paid  prior  to  first  use,  $185.00. 

(3)  Minimum  "Use  Payment"  to  actor  "on  camera"  In  each  film  spot  announcement: 
Class  A:  Over  20  cities,  $150.00  for  13  weeks,  plus  $l40.00  for  each  additional  13 
weeks.  Class  B:  6  to  20  cities,  $105.00  for  13  weeks,  plus  $105.00  for  each  addi¬ 
tional  13  weeks.  Class  C:  1  to  5  cities,  $70.00  for  13  weeks,  plus  $35.00  for  each 
additional  13  weeks. 

(4)  NY,  Chicago  and  LA  each  counts  as  7  cities  in  defining  class  of  Use  Pay¬ 
ments  and  any  combination  of  two  of  these  cities  automatically  puts  the  Use  Payments 
in  Class  A.  (5)  Minimum  "Production  Payments"  and  "Use  Payments"  for  actors  "off 
camera"  are  graduated  downward  from  the  "on  camera"  rates  with  "Production  Payments" 
based  on  two-hour  recording  sessions  rather  than  eight-hour  day. 

(6)  Spot  announcements  are  defined  as  commercials  broadcast  by  non- Interconnect¬ 
ed  single  stations  and  used  independently  of  any  program  or  used  on  local  partici¬ 
pating  programs  available  to  more  than  one  advertiser  but  not  "sponsored"  by  any 
advertiser.  All  other  uses  of  a  commercial  are  deemed  to  be  program  uses  and  carry 
program  rates.

ABC  TO  SPEND  $2,000,000  FOR  SUPERPOWER  VIDEO  for  Its  five  owned  television  sta¬ 
tions.  To  be  established  through  a  series  of  operations  which  will  get  under  way  in 
the  near  future,  culminating  in  the  Fall  of  1954,  the  new  power  equipment  is  being 
purchased  from  General  Electric,  WJZ-TV(NY),has  already  been  authorized  by  the  FCC 
to  Increase  its  power  from  its  present  16  kw  to  110  kw;  applications  also  have  been 
filed  with  the  Commission  for  higher  power  for  WBKB(Chi),  WXYZ-TV(Detroit ),  KECA-TV 
(LA)  and  KG0-TV(San  Francisco).  The  final  step  in  the  completion  of  ABC's  super¬ 
power  program  will  be  the  installation  of  50  kw  transmitters  which  will  be  able  to 
handle  the  color  signals  as  established  by  the  National  Television  Systems  Committee. 

CBS-HYTR0N  PLANS  NEW  PLANT  &  WAREHOUSE,  to  be  constructed  in  Kalamazoo,  Mich., 
which  will  serve  as  a  replacement  market  upon  its  scheduled  completion  in  June,  1954. 
The  235>000  square -foot  plant  has  been  designed  to  incorporate  the  latest  automatic 
techniques  in  the  manufacture  of  the  21  to  30-Inch  picture  tubes.

MIAMI  UNIVERSITY  INTERPRETS  FIRST  FINDINGS  OF  SURVEY  financed  by  a  $10,000 
grant  made  by  the  Croeley  Broadcasting  Corp,  as  indicating  that  there  were  two  peaks 
of  TV  viewing  during  the  political  campaign.  One  peak  came  during  the  conventions, 
the  other  preceded  the  November  election  by  about  10  days,  and  was  sustained  until 
election  eve.
